SECTION 2 



OBJECTIVE 

2. 1 The objectrv© of this MOU is to. cfefine and establish the general principles 
w^teh win app!y to the Initiation, conduct, and management oi Prc^ecte established by 
separate Prc^ojt Arrangements (PAs) under this MOU which may be entered into by 
two or more Partieiparrts. CooperatFi^ actfvitfes under this MOU vsnJI contnbute to ttie 
mtionalisation, standardisation arid iriteroperabitity of the Partkapanfs C-15K)J fleets. 

2.2 The prowsions of this MOU are incorporate by reference in each PA. Detailed 
provisions of each PA wtll be consistent witti ttife MOU. will identify the Parttcipanfe 
thereto, and will irw5(ude, as a minimum, prc^i^ons conc^ing the dbfectives, scope of 
work, sharing of tasks, breakdown and schedute of tasks, managem^t, financial 
arrangements, special contracting prcmsaons (optionai)^ security dassificafion, principal 
organizations invoked, entry into elffect, duiMon and termination and other special 
provisions, as recjulred, in accordance w'rth the format attached as Annex A of this 
MOU. 

2.3 In the event of <x>nfiict between provisions of this MOU and any PA, the 
MOU will govern. 
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SECTION 3 



SCOPE OF WORK 

3.1 The scope of work of this MOU emxjmpasses Identif^i^ common 
requirements and estabfishing PAs for C-130J cooperation. PAs may include 
collaboration cm studies, technology inser^fi, des^n, dewlq^ment, production, 
modification and IdBow-on support efforts ttiat will enhance the cap^jlitfes and/or 
sustain the Partkapants' C-130J weapdn systems' fleets. 

3.2 Exdian^ of Project Information ;^3©cificaily for the purposes of evaluation and 
agreed harmdnfeation of the Participante' re^sec^e G-130J requirermnte and for 
formulating, developHng and negotiating PAs is permitted under this MOU, 

3.3 This MOU does not preclude the Partidpante from entering Into any other 
an^ngements in the aiea of C-130J coopemtlon. 



SECTION 4 



MANAGEMENT (ORGANIZATION AND RESPONSIBIUTY) 

4.1 Projecte will be directed and administered on behalf of the Pa^tlclpante by an 
organization conslstir^ of the Steering Committee (SC) an6 Pit^ect Officers (POs) 
appointed by the Parficlp^ts. The SC will have authority qvarthe POs pursuant to this 
MOU, The POs will have primary respcwistoity for effective Implementaftsn, efficient 
managem^Mit, and (St&cMm of their Projects in accordance with this MOU. 

4.2 The SC will consist of a representative appointed by ©adh Partlctpant. The SC 
will meet at least annually wth additional meetings held at the request of any 
representative. Eadi meeting of the SC vwll be chaired by the representative of the 
Partidpant hosting ttie ir^eting. Ctecisicms of the SC will be made unanimously. 
However, with respec* to any matter invcriving a Project entered irito by fewer than all of 
the Participants, the SC representative of any Participant that does not partidpate in ttie 
Project will only have observer status. In the event ttiat the SC is unable to reach a 
ttmeiy decision cm &(\ issue, each SC repr^entative v^ll refer the issue to its higher 
autterity for resolutfon. 

4.3 The SC wiH be responsible for: 

4.3.1 Monitofing international cooperative qaportunities for analysis as candidate 
C-t30J Projects; 

4.3.2 Exercising exe<Xltive-le^^l oversight of Projects; 

4.3.3 Reviewing the financial status of Projects to ensure compliance witti the 
provisions of Section 5 (Rnancial Provisions); 

4.3.4 ResoMng issues brought fortti by the PO(s); 

4.3.5 Reviewing and forwarding to the Participants for aj^roval, PAs and 
amendments thereto, in accordarK» with ttiis MOU and national pblfcles and 
procedures; 

4.3.6 Maintaining oversight of the security aspects of the PAs, including ensuring 
approval is obtained from the expropriate Designated Security Authority (DSA) of a 
Project Security Irstruction (PSI) and a Classification Guide (CO) prk>r to the trarisfer of 
Classified Information or Controlled Undassified Information; 

4.3.7 RevlewirQ and fonwarding to 0% Partfcipants for approved recommended 
amendments to thte MOU in accordance witti Section 17 {Amendment, Withdrawal, 
Termination, Entry into Effect, and Duration); 
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4.3.8 Monitoring Third Party sales and transfers authorized in accordance with 
Section 12 {Third Party Sales and Transfers); 

4.3.9 Ensuring afprovat of Cooperatrve Project PersonneJ (GPP) to arKrther 
Participant's feciitti©s to work on a PA !n accordance with paragraph 4.5, Annex B of 
this MOU eunid nattonad poltoies and proceduiBs; 

4.3. 1 0 Providing reosmmendations to the Participants for ttie acWltion of new 
Participants In aocorctencs with Section 14 (Parttsipation of Addrtiorral Nations); 

4.3.11 Approwng plans to mana^ arnJ control the transfer of Prefect Equipment 
provided by a ParBdipant to support ttie execution of a Project in accordance with 
Section 7 (Projedt Equipment); 

4.3. 1 2 Apprp\flrjg plans for the disposaJ of pintly acquired Project EqM^ment under a 
PA to this MOU in aoxjrdance with Section 7 (Project Equipment); and 

4.3. 1 3 Approvfng fm Financial Management Procedures Docnin^t (R/f PD) and 
International Proved Mar^^ment Plan (IPMP) for a PA and all sut>sequent changes. 

4.4 The POs wilf be identified in each PA and will be responsible for: 

4.4. 1 Effectiv© Implementation, efficient management and dln^^cH^ of their assigried 
PA including technical, cost, and schedute performance ag^nst requiremente; 

4.4.2 Executing the approved IPMP; 

4.4.3 Developing and submitting any required changes to Ihe approved IPMP to the 
SG for approval; 

4.4.4 Exajuting the financial aspects of a Pro^t in accordarKJe «dth Section 5 
(Financial Provisions) of this MOU and the PA; 

4.4.5 Referring Issues to the SC that cannot be resolved by the POs; 

4.4.6 Devek^ng and fonwarding to the SC a PSI and CG for a Prc^K^t involving 
Classified Information within three morrtte after PA signature, wid implementing them 
upon final appro\ml; 

4.4.7 Developing and recommending to the SC amendments k> a PA; 

4.4.8 Developing and implemerrting ^-i^proved plans to manage and control tfie 
transfer of Project Equipment provided by a Participant in accorctenc^ with Section 7 
(Project Equipment); 
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4.4.9 Developii^ and implementing SC-apprpved plans for dfeposal of jointly 
acquired Prqject Equ'ipmem under a PA to this MOU in accordance vwtti Secfion 7 
(Proiect Ec|uipment); 

4.4. 1 0 Reporting to the SC on the status of a Project; and 

4.4.1 1 Developing aund forwarding for approval to the SC, an FMPD ^d any required 
dianges to the f^PO. 

4.5 Any Partkapant may assign CPP to arujther Parlicipanf s f acHities to work on a 
Prqect. Provisions for CPP are set out In Annex B (Cooperative Prefect Personnel). 

4.6 Each hroject will be covered by a PA and be managed in accordeunce with best 
principles and pracfice of project mana^i^mnt. This wll include, but not be restricted to 
the creation, nfidntenanc^ and implenwHrrtatkHn of an IPMP, master preset schedule, 
risk register, and sterterr^nt of work. 

4.6. 1 The I PMP exf^ds on the sharing of tasks, breakdown and sdhiedufe of tasks 
and m^agement defined In the PA. TTie IPMP will Include: detailed roles aiKl 
responsibilities of th® Participants in aocordaice with the PA; re\flew and nvanagemenl 
process; management of interface i^wpeen PartkJipants and the Coiitraddrs; risk 
management; quality as^rance; performarffie, cost and schedule trade-off 
m«magement; logts^ support; test, eyaJuatton. and acceptance management. 

4.6.2 The master project schedule will created, maintained and renewed as 
defined in the IPMP. 

4.6.3 The risk register is an output of the overall risk management process as 
defined in the IPMP. 

4.6.4 The statement of work expands csn tfie objectiws and scqpe of vwDfk defined in 
the PA. The nrafiagemserrt of it is defined in tie IPMP. 
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SECTIONS 



FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 



5. 1 Eadi Partk^ant vsrtSI bear the costs it Incurs for perlfcwrming, managing, and 
administering its acSvlties under this MOU and participation in PAs, including its share 
of any Contracts let under thef pirovdsions of paragfraph 5,6. 

5.2 This MOU does not create finaiH^'^ or non-f inaneied commitmerrte regarding 
Individual PAs. Detailed descriptions of tt»e flnanaal arrangements for a spedfic 
Project, inclucflng the total cost of the Prt)jec« and each Participants <x)st share, will be 
contained in that PA. 

5.3 Each Pai#c%)ant will contribute Its equitable share of ttie full Financial aaid Norv 
Rnancial Coste VnaA are irfcunred in perfonrun^, managing, and administering its 
respcmsibilHies uncfer ftis MOU and af^lic^We PAs. Such &>sis indude overhead 
costs, administrative cdste, and cos^ of dalms, and each Participant will receive an 
equrtabte share of the JBSults as defined in tfite MOU and the e^ficabte PA. The tasks 
to be performed by eadh Parttdpant wM be established In each PA. The assignment of 
tasks will represent an equitable stiaaing of ttte coste of work to perfonned under ttw 
PA and the apreed sharir^ of the results will represent an equit^sie sharing of the 
results under the PA. Each Participant vwH endeavor to perfonti, or have performed, 
worit specified in each PA within the costs specifted in the PA. 

5.4 A Participant will promptly notify the other Participants if avaiJable funds are not 
adequate to fulfill its responsibilities under this MOU or its PAs, arKi mil immediately 
consult on the course of action to be taken with a view toward continuation on a 
changed or reduced basis. 

5.5 The ft^lowfrig cx«ts will be borne entirety by the Parfcipant irrcurring the coste 
or for whom the costs wsre incurred: 

5.5.1 Coste associated witii any unique national requiremente of a Participant; and 

5.5.2 Any other coste not expressly stated as shared coste or any coste that are 
Qwteide the scqpje of this MOU and rte PAs. 

5.6 When authorized and ^proved by all the Participante pursuant to a PA, the 
Partidpants recognize that it may becc»m necessary for one Partj'dpant, con^stent 
with ite national laws, to incur contractual or other dt)llgations for the ber^flt of the otfier 
Participants prior to the rweipt of the ottier Participants' funds. In tf® event one 
Participant incurs mdh ob%attons, the other Paurtopante will make funds available in 
such amounts and at such times as may be required by the Contract or other 
obligations, and will pay ttietr equitedsle share of any damages arKi costs that may 
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a<xaie from tiie p^orman^ of cm* cano^tertion of ttie Contract or other obligation in 
advance of the time such pai^ents, damages, or costs are due. 

5.6.1 Where a Participant cohfracte on behatf of all the Particpants pumuant to a 
PA, the POs wll be resp<mslbte for esisdWishing the detailed finaiKsial management 
procedures under which the Projeiiitw^l operate prior to any transfer of funds between 
the Participants. Th^ procedures, which must acscsord wrfth the national accounting 
and audit requirements of the Participants, vM be detailed in a FMPD proposed by the 
POs and subject to the approval of the SKJ or national authorities, as appropriate. Eadh 
Participant vwll provide funds for a PPcpct in ascordance with the estimated schedule of 
financial contributions, whic*i will be conteined in the FMPD. 

5.7 The allocaticm of costs aussocfaled with the assignntent of CPP is specified in 
Annex B (Cooperatwe Prefect PeisoorwO. 

5.8 Each Partietpanl will be fesppnsttrie fortfie audit of the activities for which It is 
msponsible pursuant to a PA in acconJance with rts own national practices. For PAs 
where funds are trarrsfen-ed from we or more Partfeaparite to another Participant, Vne 
receiving Particrpant will be responsible lor internal audit regarding administration of tiie 
other Participant's funds in acoord^Knce national prac^tces. Audit leporte of such 
funds will be promptly made a>milaibl6 by the rm;eiving Participant to the other 
Partfeipant{s). 
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SECTION 6 



CONTRACTING PROVISIONS 

$.1 If a Partidf^t determines that Contracting Is necessaiy for it to fulfill its 
msponsSbitities under a PA, that Particpant will contract in atscoitianoe wHh its national 
laws, regulations arKi procedures. When one Participant contracts iKJtely on Its own 
behatf to perfcHTn its tasks uhder a PA^ It will be solely responsitrfe for its own 
Contracting, and ^ other Participant wll not be subject to ar>y liability arising from 
such Contracts wthmrt tfieir written consent. 

6.2 If the Partidpants determine that it Is necessary under a PA that one 
Partidpant contmcte on behstff of ott»er Participanfe for tasks und^the PA, that 
Paiticapant will cxDotrasct in a«x»rdance with ite national laws, r^tati(»ts and 
procedures. Such contractual arrartgennents will be detailed In partrcular PA. 
Entities from all Parficif^ts to the PA will be allcwed to compete on an equal basis for 
such PA Contracts. Ttie Contracting Offteer will be thfe exdusive source for providing 
conb'actual direction and Instryctions to Contractors and prospediv© Contractors. The 
RDs will be re^xMi^le for the coordination of acttvities relating to a PA and will 
cooperate vwth tire Coirtractf ng Officer in 0>e areas of Contract piocedures, Contract 
negotiation, evahialiofi of offers, and Conhraict award. The Contfistcttf^g OWicer vsnll also 
keep the POs advised of all financial an^angements with Contractors. Tl>e POs will, 
upon request, be provkted a copy of all statements of work prior to the development of 
solicitations. 

6.3 Each Partk^anfs Contracting Agency will negotiate to obt^n the rights to use 
and disclose Pro|ec4 Infomiafion required by Section 8 (Disctosure and Use of Project 
Information). Eadi Partfc'^anfs Contmcting Agency will insert into fts prospective 
Contracts (and require Its Contractons to Insert in subcontracts) suitabte provisions to 
satisfy the requrrenrients of this MOU and the PA, including Action 7 (Project 
Equipment). SecHOTi 6 (Disclosure and Use of Project Infonrmtic^i), Sectton 9 
{Controlled Unclassified Information)^ S€Sition 11 (Security) and Section 12 (Third Party 
Sales and Transfers) of this MOU. During the Contracting process^ (^h ParticipanTs 
Contracting Officer wi adxrise prospective Contractors of their obB^flon to notify the 
Contracting AgeiK^y immediately if they are subject to any license or arrange^m^nt ttiat 
will restrict ttiat Paittdpanfs freedom to disdos© information or permit its use. The 
Contracting Offfcer wiH also advise prosj»cttve Contractors to employ their best efforts 
not to enter into arjy new arrangement that m\\ result In such restifctk>ns. 

6.4 In the event the Contracting Agency Is unable to secure actequate rights to use 
and disdose Prqect Information as required by Section 8 (Discftssure and Us# of 
Project Informatfon), or is notified by extractors or potential Contractors of any 
r^trictions on tiie disctosure and use of informatton. that Partidpanf s PO will notify 
each other Partk^^fs PO of the restriction(s). The POs will tmmecBatefy detemnine 
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whether this matter will be referred to the SC for consideration of the consequences 
and resoiution of tfie way ahead. 

6.5 Each Partk^pNartt will promptly ad\rfss ttie other Participante to a PA of any c<»t 
growth, schedute cfefety or other pmkmmm:^ problems of any Contractor for whic^ tte 
Contracting A^nq/ fe responsible. Any pf<*tems that affect the scope of work or 
financial arrangen^nts under a PA will be referred to the SC for resolution. 

6.6 islo requiremertt wll be imposed by any Partidpant for work sharing or other 
industrial or ccmnmerdal cornpensatlon in connection vwth this MOU and any PA that is 
not in accordance with this MOU. 
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SECTION 7 



PROJECT EQUIPMENT 

7.1 For the purpose of csarryui^ mit a PA, each Participant may loan without charge 
to another Participant six;h Project Equipment identified in a PA as being necessary for 
the Project. 

7.2 Project Ecpjipment loaned wll be us^ by the receiving Partikapant only for the 
purposes of ftve PA. Such Project Equqjment will remain the prc^rty of the providing 
Parfeipant. 

7.3 The r^ieiwig ParHcipanf will m^ntain any such Project Equipment in good 
order, repair, and triable condition for tfi^ purpose stat^ in the PA. Unless the 
providing Partidpa^it has milhofized the Project Equipment to be expended or 
otherwise consumed without reimburserrHsnt to ttte providnig Participant, the receiving 
Participant will return the Project Equipmmtt to ttie providing Psulfcipant in as gcrad 
condition as received, nomia! v^r and tear Excepted, or reUim the Prefect Equipment 
aiKj pay the cast to restore ft. If the Prt^t Equipment is damaged beyond ^x)nanical 
repair, the receiving Paa^'pant wll return tfi» Rroject Equipment to the providing 
Participant (unless otherwise specified in writing by this providing Partidpant) and pay 
ite replacement vaJue as computed pursuant to ttie providing Parfcipant's national laws, 
r^ulations, and proc^ures. If the Pno|ect Equipment is los< while in the custody of the 
receiving Pax^dpmt, the receiving Parlidjmnt will issue a certificate of loss to the 
providing Participant m6 pay the replacement value as computed pursuant to the 
providing Participant's national taws, regulafci^, and procedures. Alternatively, in 
respect of either sifciatiOT descrttjed above, the receiving Participant, wHh the af^rovai 
of the providing Partidpsmt, may detenmine to replace the dama,!^d or lost Project 
Equipment.

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7.6 The provicJing Participant wMi transfer the Proiect Equipment for the approved 
loan period, unte^ esxtended by written mutual consent between ttte Participants 
concerned, provided fliat the durafewi rhay not exceed the effective period of the PA.

SECURITY 

11.1 All Classified Information provided or gemrated pursuant to this MOD and its 
PAs will be stored, handled, transmitted, and safeguarded in accorxiance with 
appfekble bilateral g^reenrtents or arrsutigefnerrts between the Paittcfiants concerned 
and witti the Partic^rtts' national security laws and regulations. 



1 1 .2 Classified Information will be bansfieiTed only;throu§h offidal govemment-to- 
govemment channels m through channefe approved l>y the Designated Security 
Authorities (DSAs) of the Participants. Sue* Classified Information vwll bear the level of 
classification, denote t>e country of oiigln, flhe provisions of release, and the fact that 
the irrformation relates to this MOU and the applicable PA. 

1 1 .3 Each Parttpipant will take all lawftil steps available to it under applicable law to 
ensure that Classffied Infonmation pro\^*®dl or generated pursuant to this MOU iE»id any 
of its PAs is protected from further disdcsure, except as p^nmilted t>y paragi^h 1 1 .8, 
unless ttie other Participants consent to such disclosure. Accofdingiy, each Partlcfparrt 
wiM ensure that:
